Mr. Morgan declar that he ap- 
proved the purpose| of the pending 
measure, and if it were amended in 
several respects, it |would have his 
hearty support and Yote. He believed 
the measure would e better govern- 
ment than Is now enjoyed in the Phil- 
ippines, and never for one moment, 
he said, did he bell 
any attempt to de

WASHINGTON, May 29—The commit- 
tee of the Philippines today heard the 
testimony of Col. A. L. Wagner, es- 
sistant adjutant-general of the army, 
who spent two and one-half vears in 
the Philippines. ite was querticned 
about the concentration camps, und 
described the system by explaining the 


as he had been able to observe, there 
was no evidence of want among the 
people in the camps. Moreover, they 
were surprisingly contented. They 
were at liberty to go outside the line 
from three hundred to elght hundred 
yards. The natives were given to un- 
derstand that if they crossed this line 
they would be shot, but tn reality, the 
orders were not to shoot any helpless 
persons or any others, if the shooting 
could be avoided. 

Col. Wagner said that one of the 
principal purposes of concentrating the 
natives in the Philippines was to pro- 
tect them: against the ladrones, which 


had been admirably accomplished, so 


that in many cases what was called 
the “dead line’’ was in reality the life 
line. 

Another object of the camps had been 
that of facilitating the collection of the 
rice supplies, in order to starve out the 
ladrones and guerrillas. The result 
had been that hostile parties had prac- 
tically disappeared, and their leader,, 
Malvar, had been captured. The army 
had been much like a blind giant. It 
was strong enough to cope with the 
enemy, but was not able to see where 
the danger was. The policy had been 
necessary to protect life and property, 
and he did not see how any other policy 
could have been successful. 

Replying to Senator Beveridge, the 
witness said the people were fed and 
given medical supplies, and the sani- 
tation of their camps was looked after. 
The camps could net be compared to 
Weyler’s reconcentration camps.

Ever since the receipt of the anony- 
mous letter on the 22d inst. by Post- 
master Groff; bringing the first infor- 
mation that anything was wrong, Mrs. 
Hinckley has reftained from discussing 
the matter, trusting to the officers of 
the law to aid her tn solving the mys- 
tery, but last evening she talked freely 
with a Times reporter of the events 
that led up to the departure of her hus- 
band from Los Angeles on the after- 
noon of the 15th inst. Of what occurred 
after that time she knows no more 
than do those who read the account 
of the disappearance in yesterday's 
Times. 

MRS. HINCKLEY'S STATEMENT. 

“It was on Monday, the 12th inst.,” 
said Mrs. Hinckley, “that my husband 
first was approached by the mysterious 
‘Mr. King,’ who broached the mining 
proposition. Mr. Hinckley discussed 
the matter fully with me, and made 
up his mind that it was worthy at 
least of investigation. The arrange- 
ment for salary or recompense for his 
services Was satisfactory to him, el- 
though he did not seem very enthusi- 
astic about the matter, but said he 
was tired and needed a rest, and that 
the trip to the north would afford him 
a restful change from his office duties, 

“It is strange,’ he said to me, ‘that 
I cannot place that man King. He 
seems to know me. He familiar - 
with some transactions that I have 
been interested in, but I do not remem- 
ber him.’ 

“The only description of King that 
Mr. Hinckley gave to me was that he 
was thick set and that he had a mus-~- 
tache. 

“There was considerable secrecy as 
to the location of the mine that my 
husband was to inspect\ We only 
conjectured that it was near Placer- 
ville. It was said to be not far from 
the Nevada line, and about’ twelve 
miles from the nearest postoffice. Mr. 
Hinckley remarked that he wished he 
knew’ where he was going, but his 
familiarity with such -matters satisfied 
him that there was nothing strange in 
the fact that the owners of the al- 
leged property, desired to keep its ex- 


act loeation secret for the time. This

“Thursday afterndon, Mr. Hinckley 
left for San Francisco on the 3:30 
o'clock train, via the Coast ‘Line, 


King had gone to Santa Barbara the 
day tefcre, and was to meet my hus- 
band at that city and accompany him 
the rest of the way. I seemed to have 
an intuition that something — might 
happen, and, though I never have done 
so before, I accompanied Mr. Hinckley 
to the Arcade station. He had suf- 
fered from heart trouble, and always 
had expressed a dislike of traveling 
alone, seeming to fear that illness might 
come on him.among strangers. 

“Just before he left, I pleaded. with 
him not to go down a mine shaft, and 


do anything rash, do you?’ 

“I received two letters from Mr. 
Hinckley, the last one from San Fran- 
cisco on Saturday, the substance of 
which was printed in The Times yes- 
terday. He mentioned that he was 
to leave at 10 o'clock that’ morning for 
Sacramento, but beyond that point he 
did not seem to know where he was 
going. 

“As I expected him to go into the 
mountains, far from a _ postoffice, I 
had no apprehensions during the next 
two or three days, and should have 
thought nothing was wrong even had 
I not heard from him for a week, but 
on last Thursday or Friday I received 
the anonymous letter that came ad- 
dressed to Postmaster Groff, in which 
it was said that Mr. Hinckley had met 
death in a mine. Then I notified my 
friends and the officers, and they 
have been doing everything possible to 
solve the mystery. ; 

“I feel sure that Mr. Hinckley has 
met with foul play, although it seems 
almost incredible that any one would 
take his life for the sake of obtaining 
what he had on his ‘person, two dia-

VESTIGATION. 


Court-martial Proceedings Which 
Promised Sensational Disclosures are 
| ‘to Be Withdrawn and the Matter 
Passed Up to Be “Squared.” 


* Gen. Last has finally discovered that 
there !s something crooked in the Sev- 
enth Regiment. . 

An order has issued from  head- 
quarters of the First 4i- 
recting captains of companies in the 
Seventh to report immediately any 
men that are illegally carried on com- 
pany rolls. 

It will be remembered that Private 
Kirkpatrick of Co. F was threatened 
with court-martial for absence, al- 
though his time had expired. It de- 
veloped that he with other time-ex- 
pired men, had been carried on the 
rolls of the company to prevent the 
number of men from falling below the 
limit, which would have necessitated 
mustering the company out of the 
service. 

Kirkpatrick made wholesale charges 
that the rolls of the regiment were 
stuffed; that the musters were faked, 
and the target returns dishonestly 
made. 

Two ior three of the men, who were 
to be court-martialed under the same 
conditions, began mandamus proceed- 
ings to compel the officers to give 
them discharges. 

Both this and the court-martial pro- 
ceedings have beet hushed up, prob- 
ably at the request of Gen. Last, to 
eave a National Guard. The accused 
men threatened to make good their 
charges on both occasions. 

The court-martial charges are to be 
quietly dropped: the mandamus svit is 
be d=smissed. The whole business 
is to be passed up to Gen. Last. and 
by him referred to the judge-advocate 
for a legal oninion. So there will be 
no linen aired.

Cops Called to Keep Him Out—City 
of Grief's Water Shortage—Important 
Mining Deal.

SAN DIEGO, May 29.—Tonight the 
police were summoned to the Mt. Zion 
Baptist Church to put down an insur- 
rection among the colored brethren. 
Geveral weeks ago Rev. Mr. Langley.

WATER SHORTAGE. 
It has been discovered that the 


city’s water plant is shy on filling the 
demands for water, a million gallons 
per day. Indications are that the 
shortage will continue for at least 
eix months, while the chances are tha: 
it will be greater as the summer ad- 
vances. The pumps in the bed of the 
fan Diego River are being worked 
' night and day, but the supply is disap- 
pointingly small, being only 2,000,000 
-. gallons per day. The San Diego Flume 
Company has water to sell, but is not 
willing to enter intd a contract to 
supply a specified amount for a stated 
time, for fear that it might not be 
able to fill the bill without endan- 
gering its contracts with irrigators 
It is willing to sell the city water at 
the rate of 5 cents per 1000 gallons. 
Since the meeting of the Water 
Committee of the City Council, when 
this: pro ition was made, many of 
the members of the City Council have 
contended that it would be cheaper for 
the city to install additional wells 
extending the flume line a mile farther 
up the river, where, it is claimed, 
there is an abundance of water. It Is 
expected that action to this end wil) 
be taken at the meeting of the City 
Council, Monday evening. Until within 
a day or two it has been supposed 
that the city would be obliged to buy 
water of the flume company. 
IMPORTANT MINING DEAL. 

. A deed was filed with the, County 
Recorder here this afternoon, convey- 
ing vroperty in the Upper San Luis 
Rey Valley in the Pala section, from 
Neilson G. ugias and Addella Doug- 
las and R. O. Butterfield of Los An- 
geies to the People’s Mutual Mining 
Company. The revenue stamps indicate 


a consideration of $50,000. The prop- | 


erty is the Steward and Mission mines 
located in section 23, township 9 south, 
range 2 west. They are the famous 
lepidolite mines, which are among the 
richest in the country, and over which 
there has been so much litigation. The 
lepidolite has been mined and shipped 
to New York, where it has been manu- 
factured into -lithia. 


The value of the mines for lithia has 


long been established, but it has been 

recently discovered that they also con- 

tain large deposits of ambigonite. A 

recent analysis shows 20 per cent. lithia 

and 40 per cent. phosphorus, making 

the product of the mines valuable for 

fertilizer. The purchaser of the lepi- 
lodite may purchase the ambigonite. 

‘The company which has purchased 

the mines ts capitalized ‘at a million 

dolilars. The company maintains of- 

fices in New York City and Is the 

owner of extensive mining properties 

in Mexico, Arizona and Montana. It 

has recently purchased the Valladares 

gold mines in Lower California, and 

contemplates putting in a  100-stamp 

mill there. The company also con- 

templates installing a chemical manu- 

facturing plant, possibly in this city, 

for the manufacture of lithia from lepi- 

@olite and fertilizer from ambigonite.

AT LAST DECIDED TO GIVE CRUDE 
OIL A TRIAL. 


Colorado Springs Another Great Oil 
Basin—Santa Maria Workers Active— 
Pullerton Has Plenty of Gas; to Burn. 
On ’Change. 


Is the national government slow in 
adopting crude petroleum, for fuel 
where it car’ be used advantageously’? 

This is the point raised by the San 
Francisco Chronicle, whieh complains 
editerially. that the government is be- 
hind the times. For many months the 
collector of the port at San’ Francisco 
has been endeavoring to persuade the 
Treasury Department to consent to the 
use of fuel oll for the generation of 
power employed in the appraiser's 
building. At last the matter has re- 
ceived favorable consideration, and an 
oll-burning plant is to be installed 
there. 

While the Treasury Deuartment has 
been waiting, 155 manufacturing es- 
tablishments and other large fuel con- 
sumers in San Frahcisco have adopted 
crude petroleum and abandoned the 
use of coal. There are besides forty- 
four steam vessels employed in com- 
merce at that port that have done 
likewise, 

“These facts should influence the 
Federal government to adopt the fuel 
oll on all its vessels,’ says the north- 
ern exchange. “It is understood that 
afi inveetigation is being made into 
the adaptability of the use. of fuel oil 
for naval ships by the Steam Engi- 
neering Bureau at Washington, of 
which Admiral Melville is the chief. 
Some time ago the latter declared that 
crude petroleum could néver be em- 
ployed as fuel,on naval vessels. It is 
said that his objection is based on the 
supposed necessity of using steam to 
project the ofl) into the furnace. which 
would mecessitate the consumption of 
a large amount of fresh water. Lat- 
terly compressed air has been found to 
be quite as serviceable an agent. If 
the naval board will make a trip 
across the continent it will find plenty 
of evidence at this port in favor of 
erude oil.” 

NEW ONE FOR COLORADO. — 

New oil fields are springing up in 
Colorado like mushrooms after a spring 
shower. The newest district attracting 
attention ie the Delta oil basin, situ- 
ated in Delta and Montrose counties. 
It is a coming field, according to C. G. 
States, who writes to parties in this 
city that of] springs and gas biowouts 
have been discovered there. 

The basin is about thirty-five miles 
wide and about forty-one miles long.

WHITTIER,’ May 29.—In connec- 
tion with the observance of Memorial 
Day, under G.A.R. auspices, it is in- 
teresting to note that Rev. Dr. Wil- 
liam Stevenson, at present a resident 
of Whittier, was one of the founders. 
of the order of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. Dr. Stevenson and an- 
other army chaplain, Rev. William T. 
Rutledge of Illinois, organized the first 
G.A.R. post in 1867. It was their idea 
to make only a State. organization of 
it, for veterans of Illinois, but com- 
plying with the general demand, it 
was soon made a national! affair.
